Shells Full in Town Causing Great Loss

London, June 26.—British warsliips at an- 


chor before the town of Ismid, Asia Minor, have 
violently bombarded the Turkish line stretched 
around that place, and have inflicted heavy 
losses, it being estimated that 1000 Turks have 
been killed, according to an Exchange Tele- 
graph Company dispatch from Athens. 


Reports from Ismid, the message states, in- 


dicate that violent fighting continues there. 
Three shells from artillery fired by Turkish Na- 
tionalists, under the command of Mustapha 
Kemal Pasha, have fallen in the town, and have 
caused damage. 


Smyrna, Asia Minor, June .26.—Greek 


forces engaged in the offensive against the Turk- 
ish Nationalsits in Asia Minor, are advancing in 
four directions and have taken a number of 
towns, according to an official communique from 
Greek army headquarters under Thursday's 
date. 
- jContenation of the recently reported an- 
nihilation of the thirteenth Turkish army corps 
has been received here. 


Paris, June 26—Turkey's peace 


delegation was ready this morn- 
Ing to submit that country's reply 
to the terms ol the treaty present- 
ed by the allied nations. 
This 


reply was to have been transmitt- 
ed OIL June 11, but an extension 
of time amounting to 15 days was 
granted on June 7.

would appear to reflect a disposi- 
tion on the part of the sultan's 
government to adopt the view of 
the Turkish nationalist, who have 
insisted that any treaty which de- 
prives Turkey of Smyrna, eastern 
Thrace and Adrianople, could not 
be signed. It is said that the ter- 
ritoral limits fixed for the Armen- 
ian republic would be accepted, 
with the provision that the Armen 
ian port of entry on the Black 
sea 
must be outside of Turkish 


jurisdiction and that Turkey ~re» 
ceive compensation
